The treatment of the Doctrine of Intervention in the present 
volume lacks a clear cut distinction between the legal and the 
political aspects of intervention. Much historical material has 
been brought under discussion, but the reader is left in some 
doubt as to the fundamental principles upon which intervention 
is legally justifiable.
